Tiie New Insolvency Law. 

IToroaio Globe, Feb. 22.) 

•The Act of 18G9 applied to debtor 
traders only; the new one will include 

all tradingco-partnershipsiiiui tnuliug 
compnuiori, wlioiher incorporaltHl or 
not, oxct'jJt incorporatod banks, iusiir- 
auce, railway uiid tt'b.'giaph compau- 
iea, and allpordous, cj p.irtuersbips, 
aad.fiOfq^paaies — wUetiier iucorporated 
or notiaotuttlly engaged in some trade, 
dommorcial pursuit, or business, or 
who huTe been so ougagud— are to be 
held to ba tritders, (ts respect debts 
incurred whilst trading under the new- 
Act. . •: 

A debtor isi.tjo.be.deemed insolvent 
if ho has called a moedug of his cred- 
itors for the purpose of compounding, 
or shown n stateiueut to the elVoct 
that his liabilities are greater than his 

aagflts.- . . ■ I . , . ' , . 

If he absconds, or hides himsell 
witl^int«ut,tQ;tlefraud a creditor; it he 
secreEesprdpErty with the same object; 
if ho adsigns or removes propf-rty wiLli 
fradulent luteution; if uo U:i.-i colkisivt;- 
ly procured the seizure ot his goods 
otfvBjiheB property; it he has been iiu- 
prisoaed or upon the goal limits for 
.more.than thirty days in a civil acLiou, 
toundfed ou a contract for tht; sum ol 
one thousand dollars and upsvunld; if 
he fails to appear on an order of 
Court; if he ret uses to conipl.v with 
any rule or order of Court; a iio fails 
to pay any money us directed by the 
Court of Chaoeery; if ho has made any 
general sulo or as.Higuniuut willioiil, tin- 
consent of his creditors, and not willi- 
iu the provisions of the Act, or if he 
parmits aay execution to rettiaiu 
■unsatisfied till within four days of the 
time fixed by the Sheriff for the sale 
thei*of. 

Voluutary assignments are abolish 
od. A writ of atcacbineut may issue 
kt the instance of any creditor for the 
sum of two hundred dollars wlio can 
satisfy a County Judge the tnulcr is 
insolvent. The writ is to be u Idress- 
od to tlia olMi'ial a.ssi.'inee, Jiut ti) tin- 
Slioriff, and on rccioipt tlu.Toof tlio as- 
sigueo will have power iiumcdiutuly to 
take poaseasion of the insolvent's es- 
'tate, and to summon him to appear 
before tlie Court on a day tixod to ans- 
wer in the proiuisL's. 

The uiii ;ial assignee is to ba ap- 
pointed i>y the CovcTuor in Council, 
not by ft iioard of Trade, as provided 
- under the Act of 1860. He will al- 
waya be the assignee of an insoiveul 
KBState until tlio tirst moeling of eradi- 
•toA, and is an officer of, and re.-:i)ijnsi- 
^le to the Crown. Tiie oll'oct of tliis 
arrangeiuout is of course to aboiisii 
'the appointmout of interim assignee-. 
The olHoial assignee will bo roipiircd 
■io give good soeuriLy for his fideliiy. 

Tha duties of the aH.sigin'o are larg?- 
Iv incroiisod, and, at I lie same time, 
are made subject to more stringent, 
■uporvision and direction under the 
ikuthority of two or more inspectors, 
who aro'to bo appointed by the credit- 
ori), and will act gratuitously in su- 
perintonding the proceedings incident 
to the inaungeniont and wmdiii'^-np of 
'the estate, if the crediLms uinil lo 
appoint inspectors they luny on tlio 
application of a creditor, lie apjiointed 
by the Court. 

An insolvont may, within tlll■eeday^i 
from thn return of the writ. Imt n >{ 
aftotwards, present a pctilnju t i ihe 
Court praying that the attachment 
nay^be net aside. The Bill also pro- 
Tides for the registration of the deed 
of assign in'jiit and for the same to be 
made publu; in every country iu which 
the insolvent has jnoperty. 

The offer of a Goiuporiitioii niusl, be 
mad? at thohrst meeting, and no coiu- 
positipn will entitle tlie lusulvent to a 
<liBclM^I'R^ ^rom the Court unless he 
produces to the Judge, with his ap- 
plication, an athdavit stating tlmt no 
inducement has been given to a credi- 
tor, directly or indirectly, to sign the 
dead of compositiou, and any dis- 
charge obtained by fraud will bo 
Toid. 

Special proTisions are made in the 
Act for the sale of real estate in order 
to protect the jiropurty from sacrilice. 
The ftssignoo may soil the real estate, 
but only after due advertisement, and 
-flji the expiration of two months aftu'- 
tljo advertisement has been issued, gor 
If the price is ton per cent, less tlian 
the value set upon it liy a resolution 
of the credilotB, the sale may be ad- 
iourned. ^ ^ • :

It -would really aaoin that tlio nioro 
ono investigatea the aflaiv Lho diirkorit 
becomes. Since biarotnrn from Eng- 
land, Mr. Walkem lins repeatedly stat- 
ed Uiat Lord Cnrunrvon did not, as 
was at first intended, in-ocoed to arbi- 
tfSte, and in his place in the House, 
on Tuesday, be reiterated tho stato- 
ment that there was no aibitration. 
But when we turn to tho official cor- 
respondenoe we find nothing whatever 
to Buitain that view. On the' contrary 
wefind tha word "arbitration" employ- 
ed throughout. Lord Carnarvon sug- 
gests that the matter in dispute might 
bo referred to his "arbitration,'-' but 
on the distinct condition that "it 
ehould be fully agreed that my (his) 
decision whatever it may be shuU be 
accepted without any question or ' de- 
mur." That o£F«r wab accepted, and 
in the Order in Council passed by our 
Government the word "arbitration" is 
repeatedly employed; while in the des- 
patch of the Lieutenant-Governor to 
Lord Caruarvon ho said: — "I beg to 
signify luy cordial acceptance, on be- 
half of the Go%'erainent of British Col - 
umbia, of Your LoriLsliip's proffered 
ARBITKATION, in acconlanco, in all 
respocti, with the conditions laid 
down." In sbcnt, it is "arbiLration" 
throughout, until the "decision" of 
the arbitrator is roachad. And yot we 
bav« Ih. Walkeui stating fuat ''arbi- 
tration was not reported tol" Then 
what was done? Surely tho House 1ms 
a right to know, surely tlio country 
has a light to know whether, when, 
and under wiiat circumstances arbitra- 
tion was abandoned and "friendly in- 
tervention" resorted to. Then, again, 
this House and country are concerned 
to know and . surely iave a right to 
know the exact nature of the results 
of that "friendly intervention" — and 
whetlier legislation on the part of any 
or all of the parties thereto will bo 
necessary to give these result.^ (if any) 
force and eft'ect. It is true that Mr. 
Widkem has publicly, though 
tinofBcially, statad that no 
legislation is neoessajy; but that 
is altogether inconsistent with 
the information couveyed by Mr. Mac- 
kenzie to repreBsntatives of this Fro-

Mr. Hollirot>k said that ho ro.s;rottod he 
was not in accord with th" ( J i > v.m ;uiipiit 
in this renpoct. Last year he h.id ^iven 
the Oovernmont a Kcuornl !;i)[)p )rt, and 
ho wan Horry that he could not do so now. 
In looking ovfirthe papers ho oould not 
nee that tlin churns of the Mainland had | 
been oonsi<hTOil or jnotoetod at all.

^#ay by Ssyiuour Narrows, Ho then road 
the letter introducing Mr. E Igar, in 
which'it wn.t stated tliat tliat freatleniau 
was oinpowcred to treat with this Oov- 
ernmeiil for a rehixat ion o' Tcrni'i of 
Union, and to deal justly and ;^'ener.)ii,~>ly 
■with Firitisli (Jolumbia. He claimed that 
Mr. Edgar was fully and projjorly (juali- 
fled to treat with thin Goveruiuent, and 
ii9 was willing to make new terma that 
would hare been equitalile to all part^ of 
the Proviiica. But this G jvernni Mit 
■would not treat with bun. Thny ib iuile 1 
to diap.Moh a delegate to lay a peliliou at 
the Foot of iliU Throne. The po.ople of 
JIow Wi-utiuinster liad protested against 
Ihis action uu the part of ttie Govoro- 
jncnt, and a petition in support of that 
protest was uuiaeroii-ily signed on 
the Mainland. [The hon. gentleman 
re,i(' the pi'tilion t.> sh.n;' that tlio ni.iin 
laud was oii|)otud to the appoal to the 
Queen.] The Mainland had not nbjru'ted 
to an I«Jaad road being built, but thoy 
did object to a claiui bain;; put forward 
in Us behalf - to the exolunou of the rest 
of the Province by a Govern lUPnt nf the 
vt/tole Province. The bun 1 of Victoria 
had lain ho.a»iIy on tlu? Main bind ; two ot 
tho Ssnatom .md throe lacmb.Tai of the 
Coninion.i losidflil at Vii'tori.^, an ili,l neai'- 
ly all th^^ Local Miui-ityi <t, and their in 
tluence had bscc all diroutoil agaiiiPt the 
Mainlandv (hear, bear). The appeal to the 
Queen was unwian and they sbo'ald have 
treated with Mr. Edgar ami referred his 
|jroi)ositioii lo the People fur adoplion or 
rejection. ( Hsar, hoar. J If tlio Pcoiilo 
bad obj«etud thou woiibl have b"en the 
time to appeal (hear, hoar). Ths farmers 
of tho interior wore starving in the midst 
of plenty, and all because of the vexa- 
UouB delay and obstacles tliroivn iu their 
way \iy this Govern ineiit. The country 
tvanlR no waggon road, 'i'lLil woiibl 
bring tliom no nearer a market tlian now, 
hut what it wants is a means of cheap 
«ommunication betwemi the interior siid 
the coast to liberate the cattlo and tho 
produce which arc now unsaleabla 
fcheern]. Uo referred to the despondent 
loeirng which fell on the Mainland when 
Tub Coi.oNisr published the Xew Term» 
nrrnnged by the Local Premier ami Jjord 
Carnarvon, which, he .said, felt likn a wet 
blanket on hi« leotion of thn country. Ho

viewa of his constituents. | No. J The hon. 
gentleman alludes to a petition signed by 
a minority of my constituents asking me 
to support tho Government right or 
wrong. He would only support the Got- 
orumont when it was right, and ho knew 
that a majority of his constituents would 
support him in that yiew (ehcers) , The 
hon. gentleman charaotorizod tho Bute 
Inlet and Cliilicotin country as only lit 
to raise mosquitoes (laughter).

Mr. Mara in ri-iing said it was usclos.'i 
Lo review the Edgar ernbroglio; iiiit his 
belief was that tho Govern meiit should 
have treated with Mr. Edgar,— ascertain 
od the beat terras to be got from the] 
Dominion Government and then appeal- j 
ed to tho country. But instead of that, ! 
and in spite of the protest of a large por- | 
tion of tho Mainland, the Government j 
sent a delegate to England to arrange 
New Terms. This was done in viol.iiion 
of a resolution unanimously iiassed by 
this House last session deaianding that 
there shonhl bo no alteration of the 
Terms of Union v,-ithout tho sanction of 
the people having beoo first obtained, 
He believed that resolution was seconded 
by the hou. Chief Commissioner (Mr. 
Beayea— Hear) . He (Mr. Mara) was 
sorry to find the Chief Commissioner n 
laeiaber of a Government that had vio 
bited that resolution, and so re.idy, as it 
■wore.to oat his owii ro^oliition. (Uhcor-^.) 
Tlio House found in the violation of tliii 
r.'solutii;u tho whole matter taken out of 
its hands and tonus altered in spite of. 
"them. They were told by the Premiorl

Pre- 
ini'T, soon after his arrival, roust have 
been informed that a large section of 
the Province was dissatislieil with the 
new arii'igement, for we find him at a 
public dinner .Ntigmaliziiig any man who 
ilared to oj)|)oso these terms as a "trai- 
tor." 15y inl'orence ho had said that the

to deter members from doing thoir duty 
and force them to accept the Ni'u- Terms 
witlioul obji'ction. .-V.s -Mr. 1 )cl,'osrao.-j 
anil tho Victoria organ of tho Local G,)V- 
ernraent had ..aid, tiy tho New Terms the 
Mainland gets a wagon-road and the 
lahmd a railwav. TUore was nothing 
liindiiig on Mr. Mackenzie in these No v 
T'erms. lie hiid faith in that hon. geii- 
;,b'inan, but eve.iyo:ia kijow that a delay 
of 'J or 1! ye.irs in commemung railwiy 
work ou tha Mainlaiul nu.iut b.uikriiotey 
to t ho interior. In his letter to Lord 
O.wiiarvon, Mr. Walkem h.i 1 s.u.l tli.it 
iioitDor a wagon-road nor a telegr.ipU 
liuo was required, an. I the whole ten.leu- 
ey of the lion. Premier's negotiations 
v.'ere to .show that the Islaml was t!'e only 
important section of Iho lujuritry and tlio.

it, and he w.juld not now riao if ho did 
i not regard it an a duty he owed tho 
country to speak (clii>e'-,-i) . looked 
upon a country a? a lar,g-( p irtnaiMh ip ; 
if any member of that partnership rocoiv- 
ed bsnehts that all did not share in, ho 
believed a fraud had been perpatratoil. 
IJe loidted uiion the Old Terms and the 
Xmv 'l\'!-|ji^ viiry mueh as he looked upon 
a strange aiiiuiiil iu riununi's Museum 
tlmt was called "'I'lio Wlial is it? '--as a 
large fraud (laughter). To us tho Itiil- 
way clause was the most important of 
tho Verms ol paioa,. ,^oi^e tl^tae '^erna 



ollered to us with tho intention of being 
carried onl? or lu n bribe, a (:ild(>d bait 
t(j draw us into Confederation? Ho took 
it for granted that tlio ijolicy of Canada 
and Groat Britain wau to build up and 
consolidate a BritiskkEmpire , on the 
Amoi'ioaa oontibdat,-'a^q|R)e3diaa' of so- 
eession or annexation mttst be disraissod 
from our minds (tdieors). licttho Houso 
try, therefore, to como to some eoiiclnsion 
that would dee.l justly -with nil sections 
of the Province. He also referod to the 
attempt of i\Ir. DeCosmos to alter tho 
Terms of Union last yonr without an 
appeal to the country, he raised sucli a 
-itorin of indignation that tho people iu- 
sisted there should bo no change in thoto 
Torma without the submission of tho.i» 
oliangea to them (hear). At that timo 
ho and his hon. colleague (Dr. Tolmie) , 
were elected with tho distinct pledge 
that there should be no chongo in tiio 
Terms until that cnanga had b^en ratified 
by tho country. On that platform thoy 
still stood foheers]. Tho people of thi.s 
country bad spoken, .".nd this l[ou-:o had 
demanded unanimously that any chau',;fl 
of the TiM-ms mast bo BubmUtod to thn 
people; but the Hon. Promier of this 
Gorornment had thrown down that bul- 
wark and had nlti'red the Term.s without 
even consulting the House [sensation.] 
The hon. gentleman then read from Ed- 
gar's letter to the Looal Government of- 
iering to cominonco tho Island road and 
push it forward as fast as prncticablo, 
and sboweil that Mr. Walkem, in his 
letter to Lord Carnarvon, bad ridiculed 
t he term ' 'as soon as practicable " as t lo 
elastic, and yet he brings back the same 
phrase iu the New Terms (chaors). Tho 
hon. gentleman next reviewed with great 
o'(!arnes8 the Edgar proposition and tho 
Niw Terms, and pointed out tho analogy 
tliat existed in tho two. IIo also 
sI.ow.hI that tho hon. Prt^- 
luier had at first condeiiiiiod the 
wngon-road and telegraph lino and li'\d 
finally accepted them and pronounced 
his Mission a"Greamucce8a."(Lattghter 
an.l cheers). On the one hand we Iiad tha 
Premier eonilemning the Terms ho had 
t)rought bacdc, and on tho other hand, 
asking this House to accept them. After 
quoting from the variou-s docnmoiil< 
submitted to the House. Mr. llobertson 
caused much merriment by intimating 
that if tha road was not complctcil by 
1800, the hou. Premier would tako an 
other j iuiit to England to ascertain why 
tho worl: had not been dona. In conclu- 
aion he said that if tho country was to 
prosper, jn.it ice must be secured for all 
seclious Hii had no interest, personally, 
(Ui tho Jlaiiiland, but as u membor^of this 
House ho had an inloro:*! there, and ho 
wanted to see all sections of the Province 
prosper. IIo asked the Premier why, 
when he was negotiating New Terms, he 
did not secure a Moditiad TarifT? He had 
faUed in his duty in that respect as luucfi 
as he had in tlu? matter of tlie Uiitway;

That hon. gent|en)an's 
colleagues were now iu powi:r, aud why 
did they not fulfil tho pledge of their 
former Ira let? .Mr. Roburt^ou coiKdiiilod 
bis remarks by a.tyin.; th, It bo gavo bis 
cordial and emplinic aj provid to tho 
amendiiu-i;t, sud .s.it down amid prolong- 
ed cheering. 

.Mr. Ji (b-ion said ho would like to call 
the attention of the Government to the 
printi'd I'opiei of tho Aldro-,8, some of 
which ran " I'liat llie House was interoat- 
od to learn," ami others, "gratified to 
learn," and to ask the hon. le.viler of tho 
Governmsut which was ri^ht. 

Hou. Mr. Walkcm said ' interested" 
was correct, and while on his feet ho wish- 
ed to say a few words respecting the dis- 
cussion ou iha dates of letters which 
occurroil yesterday. He tield in his 
haiiil a copy of the letter printed in the 
Foreign Oilice in L-mdon, dated t)ctober 
31.st, and in reference to the press copy 
Slid to have been oxlubitsd to nu hon 
mombor (d' this Hou-iO. ho cduI.I o.-ily <ay 
that no such copy had been olituinnd 
with his (Mr. Wal kern's) consent.

Mr. Booth was surprised to hear so 
much oppo.sition, especially as tho only 
part of the Speech on which ho had ex- 
pected » discusBion ha 1 already bo<!ii pas- 
sed, vix., that it was advi.sablo to semi a 
delegate homa. In aHirmiug this thoy 
had conesdcd evorything. He looked ou 
tho'iiassing of the amendmont as equiva- 
lent to a vote of want of contideneo in tho 
Dominion Government, .and indicating a 
belief that they (lid not mean to fulfil 
their engagements.

Take that 
away and nothing remained but a worth- 
less husk. It was important that hon. 
gentlemen should remember that timo 
was the only item ou which rshixation 
wa.i sought. Now, kee])ing this in mind, 
let u< soo what has jbaou dono. In ro- 
viewing .the whole matter ho must say 
that tha (Jovornment had committed a 
grave error in - not negotiating through 
Mr. Edgar. Ab to the quibble about tho 
credential.-ii, he did not believe tha jioint 
had been raised nt London. Lord Car- 
nal vou's difliiatch Haid that on tho prosant 
Canadian Ministry acceding to ofiicethoy 
found tho Terms incapable of fuliilmout. 
We lind also in Iub despatches that it was 
tho duty of Lord Dufferin'a G'overnm«ut 
to consider what other arrangements 
might be Au6.«<i7u/e(l for those which had 
failed. Could anything bo ])lainer or 
more conclu»ive '.■' Turning to tho dis- 
Ijatches in which ho oll'ers to "arbitrate" 
lie distinctly states that it is not the wish 
of U. M. f/'oveinineiit or himself to in- 
terfere in a matter which ought to hare 
beeni^ettled at .hpme in a self-governing 
country. Ue cohsiderod that a rebuke 
to British Columbia for rushing home.
